Disaster struck in the Grayling area on Thursday afternoon at 
1:30 p.m. at the M.A.T.E.S, section of the Grayling Airport, when a 
civilian aircraft collided with a National Guard helicopter, at least 
that is what the scribe read. The disaster was a simulated exercise 
sponsored hy the Crawford County Department of Emergency 
Preparedness and Grayling Mercy Hospital.

Canoeists Arrested and 
Fined for Littering 


Two downstate canoeists were 
arrested by Crawford County 
Sheriff's Marine Deputies for 
littering on the mainstream of 
the AuSable River, June 5th.

Both complainants called the 
Sheriff's Department, retreived 
the litter for evidence, and then 
met the Marine Deputies at the 
next access point downstream

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What Do You Receive for Your Twp. Tax Dollar? 


{By B. J. Fowler, Grayling Twp. Supervisor) 

Last weeks article touched briefly on the subject of, “What do 
we receive for our tax dollars?” On June 14th | received a letter from 
the Lake Margrethe property owners association asking, “What 
service (of all kinds) are supposed to be provided by the township 
to the taxpayers.? As long as | am preparing this information | 
though it might be well to pass it along as a matter of information 
to everyone. 

The Constitution of the State of Michigan prevides for 
townships and the election of a supervisor, a clerk, a treasurer, and 
not to exceed four trustees, whose legislative and administrative 
powers and duties shall be provided by law. The law requires that 
each general ‘aw township meet at least once every three months. 
There is no general law establishing a time for township officers to 
be available daily at office or home to serve the public. The general 
property tax law does require the township supervisor to be present 
in the township on tax day - December 3!st of each year. It also 
requires that the township treasurer shall be at some central 
location to collect taxes each Friday in December. The election law 
requires that the clerk shall be available at certain times to take 
registration, and on all National, State and Loca! election days. 
Each elected official of the township has certain responsibilities in 
conducting the general operation of the township government. 

The general property tax jaw requires that the supervisor be the 
assessing officer for all taxable property in the township. This 
same law requires the treasurer to collect all real and personal 
property as weil as special assessment taxes. The election law

provide. 

| am sure that these were not the type of items the Lake 
Association meant in their request. What one must realize though 
is that these basic requirements under the law of the State oi 
Michigan cost money or tax dollars. As | noted last week the 
$33,902.57 the township expects to receive from the property tax in 
1976 will not cover these costs let alone provide additional services. 

Township government does receive other types of revenue and 
can draw on these to provide other types of services. These 
optional services may include but are not necessarily limited to, 
fire department, street lights, roads. solid waster disposal. 
cemetery, airport. fiquor law enforcement. sewer and water, 
planning and zoning. lake and river studies, parks and recreation 
and the adoption of local ordinances. 

} suppose each of us has their own idea as to which of these 
services we should have. Local conditions usually determine the 
need for these services. The willingness of the property owners to 
provide financing is often the deciding factor. The township 
conducts an annual meeting every April at which time a hearing is 
held on the budget. In addition, the township board meets the 
second Tuesday of each month. Very few people attend these 
meetings and are passing up an opportunity to have input to the 
township programs. The town board has the responsibility and is 
required by law to maintain a balanced budget. 

Grayling township has participated to some degree in all the 
optional services named above. Perhaps the reason for the question 
from the Lake Association was the indication from the township 
that it will be necessary to change a fee type system for use of. the 
solid waste transfer station. The point is well taken because for a 
number of years the township has operated solid waste facilities at 
no additional cost to the taxpayer. In the fiscal year 1969-1970 the 
township budget for solid waster was $5,000.00. Last year we spent 
$11,597.00. This year the budget was $15,000.00. | belleve there are 
at least two Sound reasons for changing lo the user pay system for 
solid weste dienceal. 1. Many persons ars using the Grayling 
Township Facltities who are not taxpayers or residents of the 
township. 2. Many taxpayers do not use the facilities for a number 
of reasons,

Crawford County Sheriff's Department, the Grayling Fire 
Department, members of the Ohio and Michigan National Guard 
and the Crawford County Auxiliary Ambulance Division of the 
Sheriff's Department, and Northern Ambulance Service. 

The disaster was simulated at the M.A.T.E.S. area of the 
Grayling Airport and when emergency personnel arrived on the 
scene, they found debris, fire and smoke, and eleven casualties. 

Everything functioned like clockwork at the disaster scene and 
provided iocat Cmergency Medical Technicians a_ realistic 
opportunity to practice their skills. Several problems were planned 
into the exercise for the emergency medical people including 
difficult extracation problems from the debris 3S well as serious 
injuries to be treated. 

After emergency treatment at the scene, casualties were then 
pital. Transportation af the injured was by 
Northern Ambulance Service, Crawford County Ambulance Service, 
a National Guard Ambulance, a National Guard Helicopter and a 
National Guard Metavac Unit. which is a specially equipped 
helicopter which is used for just such emergencies. 

Upon arrival at the hospital, the mock injured were “treated and 
released” by hospital personnel who operated under simulated 
disaster conditions. An interesting addition to the exercise was the 
actual transportation of an injured guatdsman to Mercy Hospital by 
a National Guard Metavac Unit right in the middle of the exercise. 

At an evaluation meeting held Thursday evening to critique the 
exercise, it was determined that the exercise was of great value to 
those participating and that additional exercises Should be held in 
the future. Assistant Administrator of Grayling Mercy Hospital, 
Duane Nimke, and Crawford County Director of Emergency 
Preparedness. Howard Taylor, co-planners of the disaster, say that 
future “planned disasters” in the Grayling area are a good 
possibility. They would also like to thank al! the citizens of the 
Grayling area for their fine cooperation during the exercise and a 
special thanks to all those who took an active part in the 
simulation.

that 65% of the “American 
people now suppurt Capital 
punisiimeni. Gui of desperation 
people are beginning to demand 
scme ancient proven methods 
to curb our terrible crime 
explosion. 

Capital Punishment was giv- 
en to all human government 
throughout the Old Testament 
to be carried out by the 
government of Israel.

Wolf Spider 
Won’t Hurt You 


by Willard E. Bosserman 
People are beginning to bring 


in ail kinds of insects for 
identification. The parade never 
ceases, really, | get some 


insects during the winter as well 
as in the warmer seasons of the 
year. 

1 received my first wolt spider 
of the summer the other day. It 
was a full grown one too. They 
do make a scary site until you 
know what they are. They are 
quite harmless to human be- 
ings. 

They belong to the lycosidae 
family of spiders. The lycosidae 
are hunting spiders, which 
chase their prey. Hence, the 
name Lycosa, which is from the 
Greek word for wolf. They do 
not build a web for catching 
insects. 

They are among the most 
common spiders. And because 
of their large size and interest- 
ing habits, they attract a fot of 
attention. They run on the 
ground or over logs and stones. 
Some occasionally venture up 
plants. At rest they stay under 
stones. Some dig short tunnels, 
others dig deep burrows. Many 
hunt during the day, others at 
night. They have good vision 
and a highly developed sense of 
touch. Males wave their large, 
often hairy, pedipaips in a 
thythmic pattern as they ap- 
proacn potentiai mates. 

The female attaches her large 
egg sac to her spinnerets. If the 
egg sac is removed, the spider 
searches, and upon finding the 
sac, attaches it to her spinner- 
ets again. As the young spiders 
(spiderlings) emerge, they climb 
onto their mother, who carries 
them on her back, brushing 
them away from her eyes. 

Though rather large and fear- 
ful looking, wolf spiders are 
considered harmless, in fact 
they make nice pets. In captivity 
they must be provided with live 
insecls and water.

As if toying with a rubber 
hand, George Rogers Clark in 
the summer of 1778 stretched 
the emotion of terrified French- 
men at Kaskaskia almost to the 
breaking point and then relaxed 
their fears. 

The clever manipulation of 
the Kaskaskians' nerves by 
Clark after his surprise infiltra- 


tion and conquest of the 
Mississippi River settlement 
hac the desired effect. The 


villagers--at first horrified by the 
stern, rugged and rough Ameri- 
cans and then gratified by the 
just and generous treatment 
afforded them--expressed a wil- 
lingness to help the rebels 
extend their controt to the other 
towns in the Winois country. 
Consequently, before sum- 
mer was over Clark had gained 
contro! of all the settlements in 
the region, including the key 
British post of Vincennes. 
another imnoriani factor in 
Clark’s success was Fr. Pierre 
Gibault, a 41-year-old Jesuit 
whose friendship for the Ameri- 
cans earned him the designa- 
tion of Patriot Priest of the Old 
Northwest. Fr. Gibault had 
spent some time in the filinois 
country even before his studies. 
for priesthond, Later, at the age 
of 31 and shortly after his 
ordination, he was sent back 
to the region to assume re- 
ity for the spiritual 
welfare of all its Cetholic 
inhabitants. Accompanying the 
priest on the tong journey from 
his native Montreal to the 
Mississippi River were his aged 
mother and 17 year-old sister. 
After the conquest of Kas- 
kaskia, Clark's assurance to Fr. 
Gibault that the French in the 
Iinois country were free to 
worship as they pleased helped 
ton1 the Kaskaskian's favor 
and resulted in the priest's 
active assistance in bringing 
Vincennes under American con- 
trol.

“nothing to do with churches 
more than to defend them from 
insult" and that “by the laws of 
the state his‘religion had as 
great privileges as any other,” 
proposed that he be permitted 
to lead a group to Vincennes to 
persuade the French there to 
join in supporting the Ameri- 
cans. 

Clark accepted the priest's 
offer but was sufficiently sus- 
picious to send along a spy in 
the small group that ventured to 
bau!t and Or. Jean Laffont left 
the Mississippi settlement with 
a few other Frenchmen: on July 
14 and headed eastward across 
what is now illinois for Vin- 
cennes. They carried with them 
a message from Clark and 
several letters to the Vincennes 
residents from their friends at 
Kaskaskia. 

Edward Abbott, the British 
Lieutenant aovernor at Vincen- 
nes had left his post for Detroit 
earlier in the year and there was 
no oritish garrison at For 
Sackvill, which guarded Vincen- 
nes, when the Kaskaskians 
arrived. The delegation from 
Kaskaskia had little ditficulty in 
convincing the men of Vincen- 
nes to take the cath of 
allegiance to the colonies, and 
the American Flag was raised 
for the first time over what is 
now Indian. Fr. Gibault and his 
party returned to Kaskaskia in 
early August with the news that 
Vincennes was now an Ameri- 
can outpost. 

Meanwhile, Captian Joseph 
Bowman had led a unit of about 
30 mounted Americans with 
some of the French from 
Caskaskia, to take over the 
neighboring Mississippi River 
towns of Prairie du Rocher and 
St, Philinne as well as Cahokia, 
60 miles to the north. 

Moving swiftly to surprise the 
residents of these towns of the 
American Bottom, and capital- 
izing on the persuasiveness of 
the Kaskaskians with — their 
French neighbors, the rebels 
completed the takeover of the 
entire Illinois country without 
firing a shot. 

After Fr. Gibault and his 
companions had secured Vin- 
cennes for the American, Cap- 
tain Leonard Helm was sent 
there to assume command of 
the French militiamen and to 
act as supertintendent of Indian 
alfaiis on the Wabash. His 
principle responsibility was to 
gain the friendship of Indians in 
the vicinity of the Wabash River, 
particularly the Piankeshaws 
whose head chief was Tabac. 
His success helped Clark to 
swing the allegiance of many 
Indians in the Illinois country to 
the rebels. 

Helm aiso ventured up the 
Wabash to subdue Wea warriors 
who were influenced by Cele- 
ron, a British agent. Celeron 
fled before Helm arrived, but the 
American captain surprised and 
captured the Indians, releasing 
them after he made a treaty.

A Boy— anda ship 


The sinking of the Edmund Fit tzgerald 


last Nov. 10, after oniy i7 years afioat, 
fominded me ii was abuui time for my 
youngest child to graduate trom high 
school. 

If that sounds confusing, be patient. 
This is somewhat of a ghost story, and 
such stories must be told slowly to 
retain the spookiness. 

The Edmund Fitzgerald was launched 
May 31, 1958. At the time it was tha 
largest ore carrier on the Great Lakes. A 
big boat. 

On that same day, a big boy was born 
to my wife. We named him Edmund 
Fitzgerald. 

it was a coincidence. When we named 
our Edmund, my wife and | didn’t know 
a thing about the boat. We didn’t realize 
there had been a twin birth until we saw 
the news on TV that birthday evening. 
The newscaster said the Edmund 
Fitzgerald had been launched sideways. 

“So was ours,” my wife groaned. 

Naturally, our family followed the 
wake if Ed the boat closely through the 
years S.Oneday we drove to Totedo where 
the vesse! was docked. Our Edmund 
was five years old by then and a big 
ham, eager to pose forall sorts of goofy 
pictures with his namesake. He even 
came through with one of his few bright 
sayings. 

“If this boat ever sinks,” he said, “'l 
hope I'm not taking a bath at the same 
time.”

Planning 
Programs for 
Handicapped 


A planning meeting on a 
northern Michigan regional levet 
to help establish priority pro- 
grams for the handicapped for 
national consideration will be 
held at 7 p.m., Monday, June 
21, at Traverse City Junior High 
School, in Traverse City. 

All interested individuals and 
all representatives of agencies 
that work with the handicapped 
are invited to attend and to 
participate in this meeting. 

Recommendations that evolve 
out of this and future meetings 


will help formulate a program . 


that will eventually lead to 
recommendations to be submit- 
ted to a White House Confer- 
ence on the Handicapped to be 
held next year in Washington, 
0.C. 

Activities preparatory to such 
a White House Conference in 
Michigan are being conducted 
in four regions, Headquarters 
for such planning activities in 
Michigan are: Dearborn, Kala- 
mazoo, Marquette and Traverse 
City. The Traverse City region 
includes 29 counties in northern 
Michigan north of Muskegon 
and Bay City. 

The four regions will select a 
total of 300 delegates to attend 
a state conference to be held in 
November, 1976. Out of these 
300 delegates, 16 will be chosen 
to represent Michigan at the 
White House Conference. Per- 
sons attending the regional 
meetings will help select these 
delegates. 

The northern Michigan region 
plans to conduct a three-month 
study of the priority needs of 
the handicapped in Michigan 
and of ways of meeting thise 
needs. The study will embrace 
five broad areas, including: 
Social concerns, health con- 
cerns, economic concerns, ed- 
ucational concerns and special 
concerns and committees will 
be formed withing each of ihese 
oroad areas. 

Eventually a 2B member Na- 
tional Planning and Advisory 
Commission will recommend 
specific legislation to the White 
House Conference on Handi- 
capped Individuals. This con- 
ference was created and man- 
dated by Public Law 93-516, 
Title II] of 1974. Its purpose is to 
provide a national forum for the 
assessment of the probiem of 
ihe handicapped and develop 
recommendations for solutions 
to these problems, for the areas 
of both physically and mentally 
handicapped. 

Dick Smith, 3 quadriplegic. 
has heen appointed hy Gov. 
Millikin to coordinate Michi- 
gan’s Conference. Dick is a 
full-time senior law student at 
Cooley Law School in Lansing. 

Traverse City Region will 
send 20 delegates to the state 
conference in November, 1976. 
in Lansing. The National Con- 
ference will be May 25-23 in 
Washington, 0. C.

Another report has been filed in 
Lansing on Michigan’s economy, and 
how it should be pointed to provide jobs 
for the future. 

This latest blue ribbon panel called 
the Michigan Economic Action Council 
handed over a 109-page report to the 
governor and legislature, with the sage 
advice that Michigan should depend for 
the future more on service and 
high-technology industry on durable 
goods manufacture. 

“We recognize that the principle 
economic development efforts of the 
state in the past have focused on 
promoiion of new manufacturing e€m- 
ployment,” the report said. 

“But our research indicates that 
Michigan has not lately had a great deal 
of success in attracting new primary 
industry and is not likely to in the 
forseeable future.” 

it seems to me I've heard that song 
before...not more often than in almost 
every other report in recent memory 
directed toward a look at Michigan's 
economic future. In other words, there’s 
not much new advice or counsel there. 

The advice sounds, too, like that of 
almost every local Chamber of Com- 
merce study I've ever persued. The 
advice usually is for the old hometown 
to attract those nice clean, dependabie, 
high-payroll industries, which don't 
cause any serious problems, and stay 
away from the smelly, grimey, hard- 
core, manufacturing type growth. 

Either way, though, if Michigan does 
much more on the state level to harass 
employers, you can kiss goodbye this 
latest blue ribbon report, along with all 
the others.

In case both of you regular readers 
are wondering why the Almanack this 
year seems to shy away from incisive 
comment and prognostication about the 
presidential races, it's mostly matter of 
timing.

The same is true on the Democratic 
side of the fence, too. To offer 
meaningful comment on the race during 
the primary season...what with cadi- 
dates falling out of the race, and some 
of them coming into the race, almost 
without prior notice...has been practic- 
ally impossible on my particular publi- 
cation schedule. 

So that's why, you two, we've not 
been as decisive as we would like to be 
on th presidential sweepstakes. 

Hopefully the haze will clear away for 
longer periods of time once the 
conventions get past. But don’t count 
on it.
